Another way to tackle: the problem is 
by rat destruction; this has ‘been 
attempted j in ‘isolated places, but if it 
bas ever’been attempted on a great 
scale in India it has proved a failure. 
So far as we know, the destruction of 
rats in India has’ not been. on a 
general or national scale, but local 
only, and consequently’ imperfect and 
unsuccessful.
